James Lang, 55, awaits 


jury trial on threats to 
kill judges, VBT police

James Bernard Lang, 55, of Van Buren 
Township, is in the Wayne County Jail 
awaiting a Feb. 5 jury trial before Wayne 
County Circuit Court Judge Kelly Ramsey 
on a charge of threatening to kill VBT 
police officers and two judges at 34% 
District Court. 

A final conference before the trial has 
been set for Jan. 24 before Judge Ramsey. 

Lang is charged with a false report or 
threat of terrorism which will bring him 
20 years in prison if found guilty. He also 
was charged with one count of habitual 
offender — fourth offense notice, a five to 
15-year felony. 

Lang was arraigned by 29" District Court 
Judge Laura Mack of Wayne and the case 
assigned to 35" District Court in Plymouth 
for a probable cause conference, which was 
held Nov. 8 before Judge Ronald Lowe. 

Lang’s preliminary examination was held 
Nov. 15 before 35th District Court Judge 
James A. Plakas in Plymouth and Judge 
Plakas bound him over to circuit court for 
trial. 

The case was reassigned from the 34th 
District Court since Lang is accused of 
making threats against two 34th District 
Court judges and there was a perceived 
conflict of interest. 

After calling the VBT Dispatch Center 
with threats to kill police officers and the 
two judges, Lang was arrested without 
incident at his Haggerty subdivision home 
in VBT on Oct. 21. 

VBT Director of Public Safety Gregory 
Laurain said the township resident, 
identifying himself as Lang, called the 
dispatch center with the threats several 
times around 3 a.m. on Oct. 20. 

Lang began threating police and judges 
over a recorded line within the dispatch 
center. He threatened to kill VBT police 
officers and two judges at the court several 
times during a series of calls to dispatchers 
and supervisory personnel on duty at the 
time. 

Director Laurain said Lang has a history 
of past violence. 

29th District Court Judge Mack set 
Lang’s bond at $100,000/10% with GPS 
tethering if released and mandatory alcohol 
testing, but he has remained in jail. He is 
being defended by public defender Jaclyn 
Brooke Pilcowitz.

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Nine dogs rescued from two homes in Ypsilanti Township in December 


Thanks to a tip from a Good Samaritan, 
nine allegedly neglected dogs have been 
rescued from homes determined unfit for 
living. 

Animal Cruelty Investigators from the 
Humane Society of Huron Valley (HSHV) 
found the dogs in two separate homes 
in Ypsilanti Township the first week of 
December. 

Tipped off by a caller to the HSHV cruelty 
reporting hotline stating that a nearby dog 
was skinny enough to see his rib cage and 
that the owners had left the dogs behind 
chained in the yard, HSHV Officers found 
three adult Boxer-mix dogs living at the 
home that was soon after condemned by 
the township due to the conditions. 

The dogs appeared in various states 
of neglect without access to food and 
water. One dog had several large oozing 
wounds. In connection to this case, HSHV 
Animal Cruelty Investigators executed 
another search warrant on a second home in 
the area that housed six more mixed breed 
dogs and was also soon after condemned. 

“Animals are completely reliant on 
compassionate and courageous people to 
help protect them from harm,” said HSHV’s 
CEO Tanya Hilgendorf. “Because of this 
caller, we were able to rescue nine dogs 
and get them the care they needed. Plus, in 


so many cases of animal cruelty, there are 
also people in danger. 

“During our investigations, we work with 
local officials, Child Protective Services 
and Adult Protective Services so that all at 
risk can be helped. We are so grateful to 
the Good Samaritan who made this report 


and to all people who go out of their way to 
speak out for animals,” she said. 

The investigation is ongoing, but all 
dogs are being cared for at HSHV and are 
receiving needed veterinary treatment, she 
said.

plea deal on possession 
charge, reduced to use

Gjerdonte Shermon-Rafeal Williams, 19, 
and Gjervon Rodney Williams, 25, were 
co-defendants and Gjerdonte waived his 
preliminary exam on Nov. 27 before Chief 
34" District Court Judge Tina Brooks Green 
and was bound over to circuit court for a 
Dec. 11 arraignment on the information. 

Gjerdonte Williams was free on $5,000 
personal bond. He is charged with first- 
degree home invasion, larceny from a 
building and interfering with a police 
investigation on Sept. 3 in Van Buren 
Township. His retained attorney is Brenda 
Williams. 

On Dec. 11 at his arraignment on the 
information a plea was considered. A 
disposition conference was set for Jan. 6. 

Gjervon Williams was free after posting

She finally was told 
that Mr. Parker of Neighborhood Defender 
Services has yet to talk to the Prosecutor 
and the exam would be reset for the next 
week, Dec. 4. 

On Dec. 4, the charge against Thomas 
was dismissed without prejudice by the 
Prosecutor, which means it could be refiled 
in the future. The prosecutor explained the 
complaining witness was not willing to 
prosecute and so the prosecution could not 
proceed. 

Thomas was free after posting bond for 
the Dec. 4 court session and the bond was 
returned.
